John M. Renshaw, former Sheriff

Mr! Renshaw started to town in his 
buggy on business and was shot from 
the roadside in the vicinity of the 
iron bridge. The bullet entered his 
head below the right ear and ranged 
upward apparently into the brain 
Mr. Renshaw was rendered uncon- 
scious but did not fall out of the 
buggy. His horse kept on up the 
hill toward town and about two hun- 
dred yards West of the bridge his 
son, Jarred R. Renshaw, who was 
returning from the Fair grounds, 
met his father sitting in a bent oo- 
sition in his buggy bareheaded, his 
hat having fallen off. As they met. 
the son rushed to his assistance and 
discove ed that he had been shot He 
turned the buggy around and drove 
home as fast as he could and tele

Foundation of Cotton.

Rubber Planters Have Learned Need 
of Producing Their Own Supplies, 
and Prosperity Has Followed. 

"It will be a long time before the 
supply of rubber in the Amazon 
valley has been exhausted, notwith- 
ttmding the cry of prophets that the 
dayi of rubber prosperity have ended 
forever," declared R. \V. Hardy of 
Valparaiso, Chile, at Washington. 
"In February of this year, as com- 
pared with the preceding month, the 
shipments increased by nearly 
4,500,000 pounds, or 60 per cent. 
The rejuvenvation of the industry 
in Brazil i3 assured ; also in the east- 
ern provinces of Peru. Some months 
ago a man named La Toree estab- 
lished a rubber plantation of 80,000 
trees, 3jp,000 of which were fourteen 
years old. This is not the only plan- 
tation, however, that bus been estab- 
lished. There are scores of them 
scattered through Brazil. The long- 
continued depression in the rubber 
market, far from disheartening rul>- 
ber producers, taught them the 
much-needed lesson of not only pro- 
ducing rubber, but enough addi- 
tional products to supply them with 
food and some reserve crops. 

"In other words, the Amazon val- 
ley has been taught economy. The 
experts had said that Amazon rub- 
ber could not possibly be produced 
under a certain minimum price, and 
the highest factor in their calcula- 
tions was the heavy cost of supplies 
in a region where all supplies were 
imported from markets 1,1)00 inihs 
distant. This factor has now been 
eliminated. The Amazon valley is 
growing its own supplies in one of 
the most beneficent climates on tl 
face of the earth."

OLD TIME FROST 



Col. H.C. West Tells About One 
Sept., 24, 1856. 

"The night of the 24th of Septem- 
ber, lSoC." Col. H. C. West told a 
Paducah Democrat man, "was the 
biggest frost - so early in the < ear I 
had ever seen before or have ever 
seen since. That evening I left 
Nashville, Tenn., for Hopkinsville, 
Ky., my native heath, in an old-fash- 
. ioned stage. I traveled all night 
and it is a fact that it was so cold 
that I thought I would freeze. My 
route wa» from Nashville to Clarks 
ville, Tenn., and thence to Hopkins- 
ville. As it took me twenty-four 
hours to nuke the trip I was riding 
^nll the next day. Early in the morn- 
ing we got our first glance at the 
irost and it was heavy I assure you. 
ft was about 10 o'clock when we 
reached the Clarksville section and 
Vhe sun had been shining for some 
t me. We had before then noticed 
that the frost had nipped all crops 
likely to be damaged, but then we 
noticed that everything was black 
and that tobacco and tomatoes and 
like crops were 'bitten' to the very 
•ground. The tobacco at that hour 
was as black as one's hat and not 
even a sucker had escaped the nip- 
ping. The frost was widespread in 
Tennessee and Western Kentucky 
and the damage was likewise. Every 
old citizen I am sure will recall the 
visitation, though many may have 
forgotten just the date. The trip 
was an important one to me— for I 
was then cashier of a bank at Paris. 
Tenn., and had been to Nashville on 
important business anil was going to 
my old home also on important busi- 
ness—and I keep the date and facts 
—the frost included— in a diary 
which I still have. Often reference 
to the dairy has kept the frost on my 
mind and every recurring September 
24th I think of it."
